The Captain of the QuUUght. ac- 
cording to the same adrtoee, died of 
iieart disease as a result of shook. 
Two seamen Jumped orcrboard and 
were drowned. 

The other members of Uie crow, 
numbering 33, were taken oO by a 
xiwtrol boat and landed. Hie ves- 
^1 was towed into Crow Sound and 
b^hed. 

The OuifllRht was a steel yessel 
of 3,202 tolls lift and was built at 
Camden, N. J., In 1914. Sin- was 
owned by the Gulf ReflniiiK Com- 
pany. The vessel was 383 feet long, 
51 feet beam and 80. feet deep. She 
equipped with wireless teleg- 
raphy apparatiiR. 

Stir At WasliliiKton. 

Washington, May 2— I'ress re- 
ports of the torpedoing of the 
American steamer OuUlght and the 
loss of her Captain and two mem- 
bers of the crew created tC stir to- 
night In official oirclea here. Where 
the seriousness of the occurrence 
was admitted. 

In the absence of President 
Wilson, offlolala made no comment 
as to the probable action of the 
United Statee Government beyond 
saylnc that a thorough Inquiry as 
to the manner of the torpedoing 
and the responsibility for It would 
first be required before a decision 
eottld be reached as to the kind of 
representations to be made. 

If first' reports are boriie out, the 
attack on the Oulflight constitutes 
tbe-JIrst case of an American ship 
struck by a torpedo with the conse- 
quent lOM of life. 

Two American Tessels haw been 
sunk by mines, the responelblllty 
for which never has been fixed, and 
an Anicriiaii, Leon C. Tliri'nlicr. 
was drowned when the Urillsli ship 
Falaba was torpedoed. 

The United States Government 
has just'^mpleted Ita faiTeatltatlon 
ot the Thresher case, btt in view of 
the direct attack on an Amerioan 
vosst^l now reported It was thought 
to be prol>able that both incidents 
Will be dealt witii in whatever dip- 
lomatic action Is talcen. 

It was generally recalled to-night 
that lit the note sen^ by the United 
States to Germany In answer to 
Germany's proclamation of a war 
zone around the British - Isles and 
Ireland, tlie WasliliiKton C'.overn- 
men|t stated iliut It would hold the 
German government "to a strict ac- 
countability" for the loss of any 
American lives or vessels, the pliras- 
eology being so drawn as to cover 
attaoks .pn belllcerent vesssls on 
wkM^MglPans wqr* traveling.

Washington, May t. — eBusiness Is 
on the upgrad» In Kentucky and the 
Eighth Reeerve district generally, 

according to the Hrst number of the 
Federal Reserve bulletin is.sued to- 
day. In the South and West espec- 
ially the bulletin reiKirts a marked 
Improvement In the financial condi- 
tion due to tha increased price of 
cotton and the promise ot bumper 
crops. So far as the Bighth dis- 
trict Is concerned, the first quarter 
of 191."i will compare favorably with 
the similar period of 1!H 4 and show 
a great improvement over the last 
quarter of 1914, says the bulletin, 
which continues: 

"Kentucky r^rts that while a 
good deal tft Its tobacco Is sold. It la 
not delivered and consequently the 
sellers have not as yet colleeted the 
money due them. Manufaeturlag 
and Jobbing in Kentucky is not yet 
up to the normal, but tlie tendeiuy 
is good. Crops promise well, and 
this is expected ^to put Kentucky 
into good business conditions 
again." 

Summing up reports from the en- 
tire reserve district the bulletin 
concludes that summer will find In- 
diana, Missouri, Illinois, Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Mississippi and Ken- 
tucky In satisfactory financial con- 
dition. 

The bulletin, which will be Issued 
from time to time in the future, 
shows that only seventeen trust 
companies and State banks In the 
United SUtee have Joined the Fed- 
eral reaerve system, of which one, 
the Mereaatlla Tmst Company, of 
St. Louis, Is loeatad In tha Bighth 
district. 

Three Kentucky banks liave been 
granted trustee powers under the 
Federal reserve act: The First 
Hardin National, of Bllsabethtown; 
the First National, of Hopklnsvllle, 
and the Marion National, of Leba- 
non. Two Indiana banks — both at 
Evansvllle and a Knoxville Insti- 
tution in Tennessee have been 
granted simil ar powers.' 

Of the emergency evrrenoy loan- 
ed to Kentucky there was still 
1240,400 outstanding on Aprtl 10, 
according to the publication.

New York, May 1.— "mp Van 
WInklas of the Sea" Is the new nama 

given the doten big German Unara 

tied up and interned at lloboken to- 
day. Hoboken itself is a "Sleepy 
Hollow." The cessation of com- 
merce at the. German piers has bit 
a hard blow at Hoboken's busineee. 

When the war Is over the "Rip 
Van Winkles" will awake; not be- 
fore, according to the vigilant agents 
of I'licle Sam, who watch day and 
night to .see tliat none of the Intern- 
ed liners slip out to eea. 

Capt. Moller, the grissled old eea 
dog who is superintendent of the 
North German Lloyd piers, growls 
and grumbles over stories tliat the 
German passenger fleet is waiting 
for a chance to "sneak out." 

At every' gate stands a customs 
guard. Down the bay are vigilant 
members of the navy's mosquito 
fleet, and even larger war vessels, 
stationed to head olT the Ciei'in ill 
sh'ps, or any others wlucli seek to 
leave New York haiimr without per- 
mission of Uncle Samuel. 

There are six boats tied up at the 
North German Lloyd docks, all 
splendid boats. But there Isn't a 
one that hasn't cobwebs and rust on 
it. Lack ot exercise seems just as 
bad for boats as for human beings. 

Hrushing cobwebs olT boats isn't 
such hard work Hut tlie sailors 
hate to brush cobwebs at reduced . 
rates. When the war broke oat and 
the company saw that It was going 
to be forced to lay its boats up, the 
captains offered their crews part 
pay to keep on working. Most of 
the men declined. 

But those who acceiited are all 
living comfortably on bo.ird llio 
chips, except those who preferred 
to leave. 

There are about t.lOO men living 
on the company's ships, and per- 
haps one-third of these are still on 
the pay-roll. Kach ship maintains 
a small fire, just eiiouuh to keep 
the electric machinery going. The 
ships do not depend on their own 
engines to get them out of the 
docks In case of Are. The piers 
themselves are equipped with ca- 
bles and donkey enginee to haul the 
boats out In a Jiffy if necesssry.

Besides belnf 
a manrel In .■nsiiMMTlnt;. tin' road 
ta one of the most scenic and pictur- 
esque In the West, passlnK. as it 
doea, through Red Rock canyon. 
Dead Man'a canyon aad naay otbor 
mountain beautjr spots. 

The road averages eighteen feet 
in width, and Is porfpctly crownpd 
and dralni'd. AltluniRli it offers a 
auccession of climbs, so .sitillfully 
waa the engineering work done that 
heavy gradea have been eliminated 
aad the motoriat la confronted with 
oalT one grade as high as 6 par 
cant. 

I'le I'ass is one of the historical 
gatfwa.vs of tlic mountain country. 
Uowu Its sides centuries before Co- 
Inmbus disrofered America the I'te 
ladiaaa had worn with soft mocca- 
sinod tread a plainly dlatlngaiahable. 
trail. In building the flrat road 
across the range to freight supplies 
to Leadville. Aspen and the other 
nilninK canips llie white man foUow- 
loweU the trail of the Indian. A few 
years ago the main |)orilon of this 
road between .Manitou and Cascade 
was entirely rebuilt by convict la- 
bor. 

Uador the Colorado ayatem the 
eooTlet la allowod ten days off his 

sentence for each month of labor 
on the roads. This Is in addition to 
the usual reduition for Rood beha- 
vior. The cost of buildinK many of 
the mountain roads would be al- 
most prohibitive if the State were 
compallod to construct them nndor 
ordinary condltlona. 

Tho eatlro country has reaped the 
beneflts of Colorado'a pioneering be- 
cause It haa been' able to open to 
travelers from all sections of the) 
country some of its most F|>lendid 
mountain scenery. 

Thomas .1. Tynan, warden of tlu' 
State P' liitentiary, under whose su- 
pervision the work of the laat three 
yeara haa been done, aaya: 

"Baaing oar flgurea on actual e>- 
porienee we are confidant that wa 
ran cr)nstruct in the next tan years 
more iiian .'i.niio miles of the very 
finehi roailwavs tor Nss than $500,- 
OUO, and this without adding any- 
thlpg whatoTor to the burden of the 
taxpayera.

London, Anril >B. — Seven million 
Poles, of whom 1,000,000 are Jews, 
are in dlra need of f»oC Thta 
sutemeat was mada to-db)^ by Her- 
mann L,aundaa, a prominent Jewish 
philanthropist, asaociated with va- 
rious Jewish charities In London. 

"Of these sufferers .■>,.500,0<iii are 
east of the Vistula Klver and 1. .'><)<),- 
000 west of the river," Mr. Laundau 
said, "The Jews ara 9fm poorer 
than the Oantilea. baoaoaa of the 
boycott against tha Jew* in parts of 
Poland before the beginning of the 
war, which impoverished thousands 
who othervtlse would have been able 
to provide for their families. 

"I'olltical and religious prejudice 
against the Jews also rendara their 
condition worse than that of the 
Cathollca. In parta of Poland evac- 
uated by the Oarmans maay Jews 
are livtag on potato peels and gar- 
bage left by the army. The Catho- 
lic populatii>n lias been able to flee 
beyond Warsaw in much larger 
numbers than the Jews. 

"The CiUtena' Committee at War 
saw is the only large agea«y for af- 
fording roUaf for reftigass. Al 
though the memberahip of this com 
mlttee consists of four Jews and six 
C.entlles, It has been impossible to 
employ workers who would dea 
fairly wuii the Jews. Consequently 
another committee has been organ 
Ised under the chairmanship of Ba 
roa Ounnurg to admlniater reltipf 
without ragafd to rallgioua faith 

"The Rnsalan Ooviemment has 
been considerate in its treatment of 
Jews in the portions of Poland oc 
cupied by Russian troops, but the 
Jews are suffering greatly from per 
secutlon In the portion of Galicla 
which Austria still holds, as Aus 
trla suspects all Polea of disloyalty, 
"I hear that Americana art rally 
Ipg to aid the Poles, aad I know 
that their needs will be aapplied 
when .the world realizes hoar terri- 
ble is their plight. Communli ation 
with Poland and C.alicia Is so dim 
cult that it Is Impossible for the 
world to learn immediately of the 
awful Buffering ther*. But a good 
cauae nerer lacks supporters, and 
I feel sura the world will ntily to 
the aid of the Polish sufrerere, as 
you Ainerlcans did to the cry of the 
Balgiana."

A letter written from llerliti to 
the NfW York World, by one of Ha 
Bl>ecl:il staff corrospontlentR, says: 

"We forgUre the Ruaslans. al- 
thonsh tbey etarted the war," I 
hare bera told oyer and over again. 
"We will ere n shake hands with the 
Krciicli, whom we linvc found to be 
exci'llent (Ighters, bin never agnln 
ifi ilie history of i>eutsrhi;iii(l wjll 
we shake hands with the cruel Eng- 
lish, who are tbe one* who forced 
theiie other nattona to make war 
against our native land." 

"Vou talk about the ntroeitlea 
coniniltted In Helniuni by the Oer- 
iiiiiii BoldiiTR." Haid many to me. 
"What we did there was to punish 
those dTllians — franc tireurs — who 
fired apion onr aoldlera while In 
¥ their land, 

"We liad to punish those citisens 
w ho had actually crucified .some of 
our brave offlcers. Whatever was 
*rommitted In Belgium cannot be 
called barbarttm on the part of the 
German army, but onoa let na get 
into England and there will be no 
\v;iy of holding back our soldiers, 
no doubt tbe world will learn 
• 'I atrocitiea committed unknown of 
to-day." 

And this hatred against England 
can be heard of eTcrywhere. Tb» 
children In school proclaim It. Bng- 

f lisb words are cut oat of the ordi- 
nary vocabulary and English i» hpo- 
ken only In whispers. It is practi- 
cally unsafe in many parts of Oer- 
many for any one to be overheard 
talkii\g English. And because of 
theae conditions Americans sojourn- 
ing In Germany are suffering as 
much to-day as do the Britlah, be- 
cause the averase (German when he 
hears Kngllsh spoken does not know 
oi the difference lietween tlie lan- 
guage UHed in (ireat Britain and 
her possessions and that ipoken' by 
the Americana at home. 

There was a time whan the ha- 
tred against Americana was so 
great that many of them feared to 
be seen in public place,s. Especial- 
ly was that the case with Ameri- 
cans who were unable to talk Cer- 
man fluently. Even our Ambassa- 
dor iraa openly iBsulted in public 
once. It la not advlaable even to- 
day, when thla bitter feeling against 
the AmerlCMia eonaiderably sub- 
sided, for any American to travel 
tlirough (lermatiy unless he is able 
to speak the Cernian tongue, 
i DurlnK my trip through Cermany 
1 was asked a^oat dally: "Why 
do you Amerlcaaa supply the allies 
with arma and ammonitloB and oth- 
er oMinltioBa of war. and in that 
way oontinua tha ornel war against 
us?" 

The average fierman does not 
Beem to understand, or care to un- 
derstand, that C.ermany has as 
much right to buy arms and ammu- 
nition in America for uae by the( 
olrnuuw acainat tbe alllea, as have 
the mllles for use against the Oer- 
i mans. They do not understand, or 
do not want to understand, why 
their ships no hmger cross the At- 
lantic Ocean, why their trade be- 
tween nations across tlie wa had to 
be abandoned, and why it is easy 
for tha alllea to carry what la know.i 
as provisional contraband, from a 
neutral country to one engaged In 
warfare They do not hesitate one 
, moment to denounce President Wil- 
aon and bla administration for pe|-

';iieri i1 llip ■■nemy up lo the time 
the I'nlted states stepped in and 
iielped to continue tbe Mtter war- 
fare." 

The 'Germans in the fleld to-day 
can tell, eo they write home, the 
dilference between tha. ahelte manu- 
factured In America and thoaa madt) 
In France or England, for instance. 
They say that out of the shells uned 
In the heeliining of the war by tlie 
French about ."iH per cent e\i>loiled, 
while out of the ,«hells manufactur- 
ed In America and used by th(> al- 
lies against the Germans between 
SO per cent, and 90 par cent, ex- 
plode. They also say that thay can 
tell the difference between a Euro- 
pean shell and one made In Ameri- 
ca by the peculiar sound which the 
latter ereatik in flying through the 
air.

A few days ago you may have 
noticed in the quiet of your back 
yard, only disturbed on Mondays 
when the family washing is flutter- 
ing on tha line, swarms of small 
wingad inaeota wbirltng in tbe aun- 
shine. These are male and female 
ants and this Is their wedding 
dance, so naturalists .say. The hus- 
bands and fathers soon fall and die 

— for their wedding dance is to them 
a dance of death — and their wid- 
ows, plucking oft their wings for 
which they have no further uae. en- 
ter the ground to lay their little 
white round eggs. 

Now a well-regulated community 
of ants, strange to say, besides Its 
males and females, has a third 
order, called neuters. These are 
wingless and they are slaves. Alter 
the eggs have been laid these slaves 
or workera pick them up. so says 
the patient Observer, who has atud- 
led them through the microscope, 
and carry them to si'eclal quarters 
prepared for them, wherein It days 
they become larvae. 

You may notice rising abo\-* the 
cracks in your brick walk here and 
there little hillocks of clean, yel- 
low sand. It la brought td tha aur- 
face by the workers, who are pre- 
paring the parlors, bedrooma and 
other aparliiii'iits of the flat for tlie 
new colonies as they arrive. The 
worlters— so the naturalists say, and 
though they tell truth, it does real- 
ly have a Munchauaen-like flavor — 
an organised troop o( nnraaa, now 
care tor the baby ante, feed them, 
give them a daily sun bath and keep 
them clean. In time tbe males and fe- 
males will rise into tbe air. the 
mules, as their fathers before them, 
to perish, and the mothers to return 
to the anthouse to lay eggs for a 
new family. 

But a atill more wonderful atory Is 
told of their uae of the nphia or 
plant louse, a amall Boft>bodled 
Insect usually of a brilliant green 
color, whicli lives on plant juices. 
The Juice secreted by this insect Is 
a honeylike liquid, of which anta 
are fond. To obtain this food they 
tlckla the aphia with their antennae, 
whereupon tha aphia givaa oft a 
drop of the fluid, which la drnnk by 
the ant. There Is yet more to this 
story, for it is said that aome ants 
carry the aphis into their ant hilla, 
or rather Into the chambers be- 
neath where they keep them, feeding 
them and "milking" thorn at their 
pleaanra. Bo thaaa Inaaeta bava been 
called "eowa" ot tha anta. 

Solomon, reeognlilng tha order- 
liness and business acumen of the 
ant, gives this advice In his Prov- 
erbs; "Co to the ant. thou sluggard, 
consider her ways. ami he wise!"

Washington, May 1. — Despite the 
increased consumption of tobacco in 
the actual war zone, the econonil* s 
practiced by non-com batanta in Eu- 
rope and the Inability to ship tobac- 
co to Oermaay aad Austria, have 
cut down the exporta of leaf tobac- 
co, while manufactured American 
tobacco la holding its own torgely 
as a result of increasing demands 
from the Far East and Oceanica. 
aays a bulletin issued by the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

Tha report aaya. In part: 

"The Ualtad SUtee Is the great- 
est producer of tobacco in tbe world 
and the greateet exporter, the great- 
est importer and tbe greatest con- 
sumer. Our iirodiKtion of leaf o' 
all sorts averages somewhat more 
than l.iMjii.iuHi.ium pounds a yea:, 
having a value to the producers of 
about $100,000,000. An enormous 
quantity to exported — considerably 
more thaa a third of tbe produc- 
tion In normal years — for the aales 
of tobacco abroad are excelled by 
only seven of the many products 
America fends to other countries. 
These tob.'i<<(i i x ports exceed In 
value such items aa cotton manu- 
facturee, electrical mac|)inery, pa- 
per and paper producta aad leather 
and leather maaufacturea. 

"To aasist in promoting the big- 
gest sale possible In foreign coun- 
tries, the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce has issued a re- 
port entitled "Tobacco Trade of the 
World," in whib nearly every coun- 
try la considered In Ita relaUva Im- 
portance aa Importer, exporter, pro- 
ducer and conaumer of tobacco. 
Sales methods, the llkea anAAik 
likes of the consumer, the coiKiact 
of nioiio|iolies, and some of the 
very latest developments In the 
trade are dealt with in tbe report. 
The recent growth of the demand 
for cigarettea In the Far^lBaat aad 
the disouaalon of Ita eanaea make 
very Interesting reading, and the 
stattotlcB are so arranged as to give 
a comprehensive view of the whole 
Industry without reoniring too much 
work on the part of the reader. The 
report is published as Special Con- 
suUr Reports, No. 6S, and to sold 
by the Baperiatendwit of Docu- 
menta. Oovornmeat Pi;|b|tlag Offloe. 
Waahlngton. for 5 oanta a copy. 

In reference to tbe Gennan mar- 
ket tbe report says: 

"While the present conditions 
cannot be considered favorable .to 
tbe extenalon of American trade 
aad tha narket of upward of 7.000 
mftrle taaa •( leaf tehae co to prob- 
aUy loat tor the preaeat. yet with 
the reataratlon of peace there will 
uadoubtadly "be a greater demand 
for leaf tobacco than ever before. It 
will he noticed from the statistics 
that the I'nlted States never partic- 
ipated to any great extent in the Ian 
ports and exports of finished prod- 
ucts. There are a a fuaa l reaaoas for 
thla. la tha drat plaee. Amertcan- 
UMda clga>a are too highly^ flavored 
for the German taate. Highly fla- 
vored cigarettes are more poputor 
especlully with the women. In tl«<» 
St" ond place, <;ermany Is over- 
equipped with <igar and cigarette 
factories and tbe labor to so mu^ 
ekeaFcr by flompar«soa ttat It woald 
be alaMat lapaaalMa ta compata 
with Qenaaa maaafaeturers, Fl> 
nslly the high protective tariff 
would operate aa a serious handi- 
cap against any attempt of Ameri- 
can nianura<'t urers to enter this 
market with cigars and cigarettes."

CYCLOKIC STORM VISITS 

OtlTINSnOKO VKI.MT\ 




Owensboro, Ky., May 3. — A wind 
storm of cyclonic velocity visited 
Oweaaboro abortly after 7 o'clock 
to-nlgbt, doing conalderabla damage 
to property both In Owensboro and 
In the country district. The roof 
of the large building of the Owens- 
boro Warehouse Com|)any, on thf: 
river front between Daviess and 
Lewis streeta, 1S5 feet In length 
and 25 feet wide, waa blown away, 
the greater portion of tba timbers 
striking the rear of tbe bualness 
bttlldlnga on Second atreet. Tons 
of timber and roofing were carried 
against the buildings. There were 
1.200 hogsheads of tobacco In the 
warehouse. 

J. Earl Faugbt's family, which 
raaldea ovar tho atoro on Second 
atraet, waa aatlag aappar- at the 
tlma ot tba^atom. Tba heavy tlm- 
bara and brick from the warehouse 
wrecked the rear of their building. 
Mrs. Kauglit was struck In the 
back by a brick, but not seriously 
injured.

neatlon. The compiler of the report 
la Nonuan Froat, whoaa experience 
In connection with Bena College at 
Berea, Ky., has given him recogni- 
tion as an iiutlinrlty on education 
in tlie Appala* hiiiii Muiuilalns. 

His report slio-vs thai in one 
mountain county in Ki nlucky the 
averaK)' salaries liaii! to liaihers 
are from |220 to $24U a year. In 
aeven eountlea the average Is 9240 
to $260. In ten eountlea the aver- 
age Is $200 to $280; In leven, 9280 
to $:'.iMi; in three, $800 to $820; in 
in two, $320 to $350, and In one, 
$360 to $380, thla being the high- 
water mark. 

The average value of school 
buildings In the Kentucky moun- 
tain region la correspondingly low. 
In one county the average value or 
school buildings Is less than $100. 
In eight it Is from $200 to $300; 
in seven, from .<:iiio to $:iOO; In six, 
from $4(111 to $MM); ill (Ivo. from 
$:.00 to $600; in two, from $600 
to $700, aad Id oim, from. $800 to 
$900. 

There are still many school 
bulldlaga of the log cabin type, 
without glass In tbe wtadowa and 

■with home-made benches. The an- 
nual expenditure per child in ten 
of the Kentucky nuiiiiitaiii (ountles 
is less than $5 ami in IT otlier 
counties it is between $"■ aiul $>;. 

"The expenditure for education 
Is much less than it should be," 
says the report. "Nowhere Is It as 
much as the people can afford. ESven 
where rates of taxation are high the 
valuation of property la often so 
low as to make the tax on Mtvaji 
values very low.

as they are it is still true that many 
of the teachers do not receive a sal- 
ary large enough to support tbam 
for the entire year.

VSELR8S COaiMUWIONS 



All our States and the Federal 
Government auBer from tho mania 
of creating useleaa commlsalons. 

Millions of dollars annually are 
waat^d on gathering information 
which is liiiricd upon ilusly shelves 
and never once consulted. K;icli Les- 
islature ignores the cummlssion 
work of every preceding one. Each 
Congress goes upon tbe assumption 
that whatever a previous Congress 
did waa of no human beneHt. 

So every new Congresa and every 
Legislature sets out to create com- 
missions and pile up new taxes to 
pay for them. It is one of the ag- 
gravate<l forms of C.overn mental 
waste. It Is a species of extrava- 
gance no individual and no company 
could practice and escape bankrupt- 
cy. .All political paiUra ara MUi4l7 
guilty of this commlsalon folly. 

Hence It may be a good thing 
if President Wilson shall be able to 
create the great work of a perma- 
nent tariff board. That there should 
be a tariff board that never expires 
and whose findings every Congreaa 
could accept without qneitlon, can 
admit of no denial. 

This board should have upon it 
only men of I'nlted States Supreme 
Court caliber, and thafs the only 
type of men who should ever sit 
upon the Trade romtnisslon. He- 
sldes, if the Trade Commission 
should devote much of Its time to 
gathering facta upon which to base 
tariff laws. It would keep It from a 
regime of meddling which the coun-

tons of cottonseed. This by no means 
represents the entire crop, which, 
according to the estimated yield of 
oottoB, ■hqnld exceed 8,000,000 tons. 

A ton of seed yielda In the neigh- 
borhood of 2.10 pounds of crude oil. 
When reHned It enters largely Into 

food prcxluctS. Siiille I'l' the best 

"olive oil ' of the Levant was pro- 
duced In the South. Salad and table 
oils, lard compounds, are some of 
its uses. In fact, wherever table 
oils or cooking fats are used cotton- 
seed oil appears. It la used for set- 
tling olives and packing sardines, 
and in medicinal compounds and 
soap making. It Is made Into a 
wholesome butter to reduce the high 
cost of living, and then, to "protect" 
the cow, a tax of 10 cents a pound 
la Impoaed OB It, and the cost of liv- 
ing remataa aadlaturbed. 

But, valuable as the dtl la. the 
meal remaining after the oil is ex- 
tracted could be made of much 
greater Importance. It is now used 
as a fattening food for live stock, 
but It would seem as If a little ex- 
perimental work would make It a 
nutritious food for man. It con- 
tains more digestive protein than 
the best of wheat. Too rich to be 
used separately, It is possible to 
blend it with wheat flour and make 
a wholesome food. 

Our great wheat orop was the 
equivalent of 100,000,000 barrels of 
flour. The cotton erop should fur- 
nish suilelebt meal to equal at least 
80,000,000 barrela of flour — almost 
one-sixth the wheat 'crop. Some of 
the people have been crying for an 
embargo on wheat. Would it not be 
better to turn attention to tlie 
means at our hands for Increasing 
the flour supi)ly and make it possi- 
ble to sell more wheat? — [Wall 
Street Journal.

This most notable forward step will 
prove the greatest blessing that has 
aver com to tha toad owaora oC Ken- 
tacky. 

It Is the Intent of this law that all 
taxable property shall bear Its pro- 
portionate burden of taxation for this 
State Fund for road bnlldinK 

It was not Intended that the land 
owner, though possihlr neeivinK the 
greatest benefit, should bear the great- 
est part of the tax burdea. Sueh great 
sources of revenue as oar railroad 
prapertlen, distilleries, flnanelal lastl- 
tatlons and manufacturing enterprises 
will bear their just part, as well as 
all other taxable property. The throt- 
tling or crippling of any of these great 
resources by hostile legislation must 
lay a heavier burden upon the land 
owners and other tax payers. 

More than 100 counties have al- 
ready levied a tax upon them- 
selves in order to take advan- 
tage of this State Aid Fund for 
the huiltllng of Good Koads in their 
respective sections. This year alone 
the fimd amounts to 1658,220. This 
sum will be increased by levies in 
these counties so that the sum ex- 
pended will probably exceed two mil- 
lion dollars. 

It is estimated that at least 6,000 
miles of good roads will be completed 
under this new State Aid l.aw within 
the next 15 years, costing when com- 
pleted approximately thirty millions 
of >. dollars. It Is also estimated that 
the expenditure of the two million 
dollars this year will Increase th& 
value of property to the exteflt of aS

least twenty-five millions of dollars 
in the counties where these roads are 

built. 

This Is a splendid beginning. What 
a difference this will make to the land 
owners, the farmers and all others 
who make use of county roads, wheth- 
er for business or pleasure. There 
are many fine farms In Kentucky 20 
or more miles from the railroad that 
are not worth half as nun li as if they 
were near a railroad station, for the 
reason that it is too far to haul farm 
products to market over the old-fash- 
ioned dirt roads, whieh are practically 
Impassable for nearly half of the year. 

What a difference, though, when 
these same farms shall have been con- 
nected with the railroad or the mar- 
ket with a Kood State road ovi-r 
which tt is easy to drive and haul as 
oompared with the old roads. To haul 
a large load over a good rosd, even 
twenty miles. Is easier and quicker 
than to haul It over five miles of the 
old time winter mud road. These 
good roads, therefore, will bring the 
distant farm nearer to the market 
and add greatly to the profits of the 
products of the farm.
